H E most fa moue kidnaping mys­ 
tery in America and one which cre­ 
ated more Interest the world over than 
any other crime of the kind ever com­ 
m itted—with the possible exception of 
Hie loss of some of the children of 
royalty—wns 
the 
disappearance 
of 
Charley Ross, young son of a Philo- 
dolphin family. 
For nearly half a cen- 
his reckless 
fury the case has baffled the greatest 
detectives of the world and, in spite 
of every effort that has been made, in 
spite of the expenditure of huge sums 
of money, the m ystery Is as deep to­ 
day as it was on July I, 1374, when 
f&G boy was first missed. 
C hristian K. Ross lived In G erm an­ 
town, an outlying section of Philadel­ 
phia, and Charles was the youngest 
of his five children. 
At the time of 
his kidnaping, the child wns only four 
years old end wns playing with his 
brother, W alter, on the sidewalk in 
front of the house.

Philadelphia 
police 
searched 
every 
part of the city for three days and 
advertisem ents were placed in the pa­ 
pers 
without 
success 
until, on the j 
morning of July 4 came u poorly w rit­ 
ten and ill-spelled letter stating that 
“Charley is all rite, but you will have 
to pay us before yu get him from us 
and pay us big, too.” 
This letter con­ 
cluded with the threat that the boy 
would bo instantly killed if any at­ 
tempt were made to put the police on 
his trail. 
On July d another letter arrived 
demanding $20,000, which Mr. Ross, in 
spite of the protests of the police and 
private detectives, agreed to pay. 
Ow­ 
ing to the watchfulness of the pollee, 
lo we ver, the kidnapers were fright­ 
ened and failed to keep the appoint­ 
ments which they made with the boy’s 
father. 
Not only all America hut Europe 
is well, Yas now concerned with the 
Ross kidnaping case and the bright­ 
est minds in the detective forces of 
two continents joined in the search, 
lured by the size of the reward and 
die fame which would accompany an 
actual soli/iun of the mystery. 
He­ 
a r t s of th* missing boy came from 
ill sections of the country and Mr. 
Ross made more than 
200 trips in 
running down clues which proved to 
>e false, in addition to spending at 
least $00,000 in his fruitless search. 
Almost up to the present time, men 
who have claimed to be Charley Ross 
have put in their appearance, only to 
have their stories shattered by some 
details which fail to match in with 
the facts. 
The nearest approach to a solution 
of the mystery was the deathbed con­ 
fession of two burglars named Mosher 
and Douglas, but the truth of their 
s t a t e m e n t s could never be verified be­ 
cause they died before giving an ac­ 
curate description of w hat they had 
done with the boy’s body. 
Mr. Ross continued the search until 
his death in 1897, and the boy’s moth­ 
er, who died only a few years ago, al­ 
ways maintained that her boy was not 
dead, but that he would come back 
to lier some day. H er belief was never 
sustained, however, and the m jste rj 


of Charley Ross remains ojip of the 
unsolved riddles of the police depart­ 
ment, the classic case of successful 
kidnaping to which all others are com­ 
pared.

Chapter 15—Better Ways of Starting Fire. 


Fire making has been one of the 
great 
concerns 
of 
mankind 
ever 
since men first carried blazing sticks 
from a forest fire and used them to 
start a bonfire. 
You remember that 
people 
later 
learned to start fires themselves by 
rubbing sticks back and forth on lar­ 
ger pieces of wood. 
That method of 
starting fires is used even today by 
certain savage tribes in out of the 
way places of the earth. 
Stone Age people learned still bet­ 
ter ways of starting fires. 
One 
of 
these was to twirl a pointed stick 
against a piece of wood. 
The stick 
could be twirled between the palms 
of the hands. Fire was thus started j 
much faster than before; a very few 
minutes of work were now enough to 
get the flame going. 
It appears, however, that the early 
people of Europe became acquainted 
with a still better way 
of 
making 
fire. 
Flints 
many 
thousands 
of 
years old have been found in several 
spots next to pyrites. 
The pyrite is 
a mixture of iron and sulphur. It is 
found in many parts of Europe, often 
at the surface of the ground. 
Because of its yellow color, pyrite 
has often been mistaken for gold. It 
is sometimes called "fools’ gold,” be­ 
cause you are fooled when you think 
it is gold. 
The word "pyrite" comes from the 
Greek 
language, 
and 
means 
fire 
stone. 
Stone Age men are believed some­ 
times to have picked up some of this 
pyrite, and to have used it to start 
fires with the aid of flint and tinder. 
We can well imagine an early man 
finding a piece of pyrite and taking 
it to his cave. Tnere he tried to see 
whether it could be used la chipping 
flint. 


To his surprise there were sparks. 
“These sparks are like those of a 
fire,” he exclaimed. 
By and by, he got the Idea of see­ 
ing if the sparks would set anything 
on fire. He collected some dry grass 
and placed it in a little pile in front 
of him. Then he held the flint near 
the grass while he struck It with py­ 
rite stone. 
Sparks flew. In 
a few 
moments, the tinder began to bla£e. 
Fire had been started in a new and 
quicker w’ay.

MANY TRAINS 
tUN AT A LOSS 
P 


ASSENGERS seldom know how much it 
costs to operate a passenger train, and few 
passengers know how many trains are oper­ 
ated solely for the accommodation of the public 
and at a loss to the railroads. The average coat 
per mile of operating the American passenger 
train is estimated at approximately $1.60. 
On 
this basis, the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Lines in 
June operated more than fifty trains each day, 
exclusive of those on short branch 
lines, the 
earnings of which did not equal the average 
cost. 
Many trains were operated, the earnings of 
which did not equal the cost of fuel, supplies, 
wages of train and engine men, locomotive and 
equipment repairs. 
In June these costs on the

tween the same points, earned 96c. 


In the face of these figures, it must be conceded 
that the railroad suffers actual loss on a large proportion 
of its local passenger train service, and that it is main­ 
tained solely for the convenience of the public.

BERLIN, Oct. 23.—With time at 
his command to make a careful in­ 
vestigation, and the disposition to 
delve Into statistics, Dr. Christian 
Siegfried Toeche-Mittler. a German 
publicist, has announced that a total 
of 19,900,00 tons of enemy mercantile 
shipping w*as sunk by German sub­ 
marines during the war. Of this ag­ 
gregate, he says 14,300,000 tons w’ent 
down during the unrestricted cam­ 
paign beginning on February I, 1917, 
including 12,300,000 tons in English 
ships. 
Dr. Toech-Mlttler gives the total 
German shipping losses during the 
w’as as follows: 
One ship of the 
line, (the “Pommern,’* lost in the 
Skagerrak 
attack; 
seven 
armor- 
clad cruisers,) of which the newest 
and largest wras the “LuetzowV* of 
26,000 tons and launched in 1913, 
also lost at the Skagerrak); 17 pro­ 
tected cruisers, tea gunboats, three 
special ships, two surveying vessels 
lost at Tsingtau, 4S large, 24 small 
and 38 old torpedo boats of various 
sizes; 28 mine sweepers, 199 sub­ 
marines, 17 auxiliary cruisers, 22 
other auxiliary vessels, and more 
than IOO fishing steamers. 
In ad­ 
dition 30 naval balloons w*ere lost, 
some through fire from land, some 
because of storms, and others on ac­ 
count ot landing on enemy soil. 
The sinkings at Scapa Flow’ are 
given as five large cruisers, ten 
ships of the line, five small cruisers, 
and 32 torpedo boats. 
Dr. Toech- 
Mittler describes these sinkings as 
“a noble, 
self-chosen 
fate 
which 
atoned the honor of the navy by the 
revolution and which manifested to 
the enemy the German defiance.”

speaks of a person’s “pedigree” he 
does not, a t ‘least consciously, mean 
to Infer that this has anything In com­ 
mon with the foot of a crane. 
But 
this happens to be the literal mean­ 
ing of the word, which, like a num­ 
ber of others, has found its way into 
English because of thw difficulty in 
applying the proper pronunciation to 
a French phrase. 
A pedigree la, of course, 
nothing 
more than a list of ancestors, and 
this, when blocked out In the manner 
dear to the hearts of genealogists, 
takes the form of connecting lines 
radiating from the common progeni­ 
tor of the family to his descendants. 
The French, always fond of painting 
word pictures of familiar objects, re­ 
ferred to a chart of this nature as a 
“pleff-de-grue,” or crane’s foot, on ac­ 
count of the resemblance between the 
two.

Remarkable investigations into the 
habits of fish are being carried out by 
the British ministry of fisheries.
